WASHINGTIA, lehruarj 14—The Invosll 


gallon ot the Danville election riots began to- 
da>. 
Congressmen Cabnll and John S Wise 


were present. Walter S, Withers, colored 
pollceinau ot JJamille, tcaliOed 
that on 


November 3rd white men aud a colored man 
got to lighting. When they separated a 
crowd remained. Soon a street fight began 
between whites nnd blacks, because 'the 
blacks refused to leive 
One was killed and 


several Bounded. Tho colored people did 
not vote because they wern afraid. In tho- 
ught the blacks were unarmed. Jack Kudd, 
colored, chairman of tho republican com- 
mittee, testified that he was ou tho street 
when the firing began. Ned Hatches struck 
him and others fired at him. lie saw his 
white neighbors at the polls on election day 
with guns. Colored people theretlj wore in 
timidated and concluded not to vote 


W U Taj lor, whin-, testified that an ordl" 


nary row occurred Noi ember 3d bolyeen a 
white man and .1 nwo_, which led to a riot 
When the light begun there were but three 
white men and iomo fifteen negroes on the 
street in sight. At the climai there were be- 
tween two and threo hundred negroes and 
about fifteen white men 
Inwitness' opinion 


had the white men shown fear they would 
aiymvo been murdered there 
Witness saw 


two or threo pistojs among the negroes. Wit- 
ness said he emptied fivo chamber^ of his 
pistol at n crowd of negroes and would most 
assuredly do so again under like circum- 
stances, lie didn't kuow whether he hit any- 
body or not. 


A. H. Blonnt thought the whole trouble be- 


tween the races arose from-the insolence of 
tho BCj,rofJ. He thought if S""!""1 Shwman 
aud Congressman Wise had seen their daugh 
ters slapped off the sidewalk, as witness had 
seen those of respectable men In Danville, 
they would want to leave Virginia, lie had 
seen a white man escorting a white lady to 
chutch or opera and a negro m»n burst right 
through their arras. 


Dr. W. B. Temple testified was in the opera 


house when the trouble began. When he got 
on the street he saw 15 or SO men confronting 
«n infuriated mob of negroes. The latter 
were violent «nd threatening and shouting 
out that they could shoot as well as the 
whites, when the white men fired avollej 
which the negroes returned, and on the firing 
of» second volley by the whites the negroes 
ran firing &s they ran Witness was armed 
and

shots into 
the crowd 


of negroes.

He only saw 50 contending against a mob of 
negicoa «nd he took sides with his «wu peo- 
ple like every other good citizen, He said he 
wanted to getri* of the miserable govern- 
ment they had.

Gold was certainly knowu to the ancient 


Egyptians at a very eaily dato, indeed we 


, haye every reason to presume that they were 


familiar with this metal in prehistoric times, 
Not only did they Bnd it In their own coun- 
try, but Imported It from Ethiopia as well as 
from various localities in Asia 
The repre- 


sentations of (old pa Egyptian mountains 
c»'t be divided Into three clauses. It appears 
first as heaps, pieces ot nuggets, which Indi- 
cate the crude, unrefined metal. Second, In 
bags, representing gold nalns from washings 
or the cure native metal. The negrooo ot 
Faiayla, on the Blue Nile, preserve even up 
to the present day* tbeir washed gold In 
quilts Tblrd, In the shape of rings, reclau 
gular plates or bricks, signifying the molten 
or refined gold as It occurs In commerce 
The welt kuotvu gold bricks of Kkbatana are 
still noed lu Africa as symbols for this metal. 
The Eg>ptlans were able to distinguish be- 
tween rock and Vvash gold and also between 
rock and tane gold. Coins were unknown to 
(he ancient Egyptians, gold was sold by 
weight, generally In the shape of animals 
(for Instance In the form ot steers or oxen, 
hence the lloman name "pecuula" from 
pecan, and sometimes gazel'es or rhinoceros)

Tbe art of gliding was likewise well known 
to tbe Kgyptlans, «nd frequently stones are 
found covered with gold In such a way as to 
appear dj ed. When applied to wood or other 
fibrous material, a layer ot gypsum or some 
such substance was first applied.

Tbe 
teijj "white cold" shows that originally these 
two metals were only distinguished by their 
color, and were held In equal value, so that In 
treasury accounts the siUer was frequently 
mentioned before tho gold In Ethiopia, on 
account of the great wealth of gold in the 
country silver was tbo more highly prized 
metal 
The ancient Egyptians were also to a 


certain extent familiar with silvering. An 
acquaintance with silver carries with It a 
knowledge of lead, which so often accom- 
panies It; * Knowledge ot tbe former Is evl 
danced by their hyroglyphlc signs Fora long 
time It Was unpposed Ui»t this nation did not 
have any knowledge whatsooNerof Iron, and 
this seemed reasonable, Inasmuch as no Iron 
utensl's had been found, but the fact, slated 
by several writers, that this metal »as ex- 
changed by hthloplans for certain Egyptian 
products, appear to have been entirely Ig 
aored. More recently, however, Iron utensils, 
weapons, door locks, agricultural implements, 
and tbe like have been found, but only In 
small quantities. This maybe evlly er- 
platned, when we consider the rapid destruc 
turn of Iron by oxidation, and this reckon may 
also account (or the comparatively few ves- 
sels found among tbe relics of tbe Jtomans 
arid (.Greeks. Tho chemical difference be- 
tm.<j"tlrbn and steel the Egjptlans did not 
Mcognlze.
